CA novel, fascinating -touca of foliar magnificence. 
Grows to 2% ft. at most, prefers sun and average 
soils. All summer long, the plumpy lanceolate 
leaves are clotaed in rich manogany red overcast 
bronzy purple--rich as plush leatner! In late 
summer sizable loose heads of creamy rose flowers 
are in effective contrast as tne stems deepen to 
ebony hue. Keeps well in water--so marvelous for 
arranging! Adds Old World touches to borders, as 
erect foil or change of pace between bright flowers. 
Truly a plant of distinction, very popular in 
England.
